Central of Georgia Pays Thal 
Sum in Satisfaction of 
State’s Claims.

SEVEN-YEAR LITIGATION 


OVER W, OF A STOCK 


Amount Is to Be Divided Be- 
tween the State, Chatham 
County and the City of Sa- 
vannah—Similar to Georgia 
Railroad Case That Was Set- 
tled a Year Ago. 


The long Mt&ation which has been 
pending about seven years involving 
the state’s claim for taxes on 15,000 
shares of the capital stock of the 
Western Railway of Alabama, owned by 
the Central of Georgia Railway Com- 
pany, was settied yesterday by the pay- 
ment by the latter company of $225,000 
in satisfaction of all claims for taxes 
againet this stock to date. 

The settlement waé formally made by 
the taking of a court order before Judge 
Pendleton, in Fulton guperior court, the 
litigation tn the United States court 
having been dismissed. It was thus 
reopened in the state courts for the 
purpose of settlement. 

The parties to the settlement were 
Attorney General John C. Hart, repre- 


senting the state, and Colonel A. R. 
Lawton and T. M. Cunningham, Jr., of 
Savannah, attorneys for the railroad 
company, the agreement having - been 
brought about as the result of confer- 
ences between them. 

Similar to Georgia’s Case. 

It will be recalled that about a year 

ago similar litigation involvimg the tax~- 
ation of a like amount of the same 
stocked owned by the Georgia Railroad 
and Banking Company was settled by 
the payment in satisfaction of all taxes 
claimed of $335,000. ‘This was dis- 
Richmond 
county and the city of Augusta. 
The claim against the Centra! of Geor- 
gia was settled for a smaller sum be- 
cause of the fact that this litigation 
rested on a somewhat different foun- 
dation, involving legal questions which 
made it a more difficult, if not more 
4oubdtful, case. 

Attorney General Hart regards the 
settlement as a very good One from the 
state’s stanG@point. The two cases have 
thus brought to the state, Richmond 
and Ohatham counties and to Augusta 
and Savannah a total of $660,000, which 
is slightly more than half the amount 
of the original claim made by the state. 

Ne Agreement As to Future. 

In the settlement with the Central of 
Georgia there is no agreement with re- 
gard to the future taxation of the stock 
in question. Presumably, if the status 
of the stock remains unchanged, the 
Central will continue to pay taxes upon 
it. though it is free still to contest the 
matter along the same lines presented 
in the litigation which is now closed. 
The state, of course, will continue to 
claim taxes on the stock from year to 
year, and the Central is free to fight K 
or pay it as it sees fit. 

In the settlement just concluded the 
state will get $42,086.62; Chatham coun- 
ty $62,772.80, and tife city of Savannah 
$120, 140.34. F 

To Attorney General Hart is due the 
successful outcome of this long litiga- 
tion which has been fought with much 
earnestness and determination on both 
sides. 

Statement of the Litigation. 

Judge Hart, following the formal set- 
tlement in court, gave out the follow- 
ing brief, but comprehensive statement 
of the litigation and its final conclusion: 

“The case of the Central of Georgia 
Railway Company v. William A. Wright, 
comptroller general, now on appeal to 
the supreme court of the United States, 
has been adjusted. This is a branch of 
the same litigation in which the Geor- 
gia railroad was a party. The issue 
involved was the taxation of fifteen 
thousand shares of stock of the Western 
Railway of Alabama, own by the 
Central of Georgia Railway Company. 
This Alabama corporation issued thirty 
thousand shares of stock. which was 

ided between the old Central Rail- 
road and Banking Company and the 
Georgia Railroad and Banking Com- 
each owning (fifteen thousand 
The present Central Railway 
acquired its interest in this 
stock under a mortgage foreclosure sale 
against the old Central Railroad and 
Banking Company. 

“The litigation is about seven years 
old. The two cases together have been 
tried a dozen times or mote, beginning 
first in the United States district court 
of the northern circuit of Georgia. Be- 
fore this court the e6tate fost its case. 
It was then appealed to the circuit 
court of appeals at New Orleans, and 
there aigain lost. It was then cer- 
tioraried to the supreme court of the 
United States. The court granted the 
certiorari, and on argument sustained 
the contention of the state of Georgia, 
reversing the court of appeals and re- 
manded the case to the district court, 
with instructions to dismiss the case. 
The litigation was then began in the 
superior court of Fulton county, where 
the state won its contention. It was 
then carried to the supreme court of 
Georgia, agd the judgment of the lower 
court was ‘affirmed. The railroad com- 
panies then carried the case to the 
supreme court of the United States, 
and that court reversed the supreme

THEY CRAWLED 
THROUGH SNOW 
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Shackleton Expedition Succeeds 
in Getting in 111 Miles 
of the Goal 


FREEZING AND STARVING, 
BRAVE MEN MARCHED 


Sometimes Party Was Able to 
Make Only 600 Yards in a 
Day — Most Remarkable 
Dash Ever Made for South 
Pole — Graphic Story of 
Leader of the Expedition.

London Maroh 23.—The polar regions 
are gradually yielding up their secrets 
to human perseverance and determina- 
tion, Léeutenant Ernest H. Shackleton, 
of the British navy, who left his per- 
manent quarters last autumn for a dash 
to the pole, having succeeded after an 
arduous sledge journey of 1,706 miles, 
which occupied 126 days, in forging to 
within Ii! miles of the south pole, or 
354 miles nearer than the point attained 
by the “‘Discovery Expedition,’ of which 
he was an officer. 

As the expedition to the south was 
undertaken rather for the purpose of 
geographical survey than with the idea 
of reaching the pole itself, it may be 
said to have succeeded beyond the most 


/sangiiine expectations. 


Motor Car and Ponies. . 

Profiting by former experiences in the 
antarctic regions when all the dogs suc- 
cumbed to the strain and rigors of the 
climate, 
some departure from the usual prepara- 
tions for a journey acroes the snow and 
ice. He took with him a motor car 
which could be converted into a sledge 
and substituted ponies for dogs and light 
woolen clothing for heavy furs. 

The main expedition, of which Lieu- 
tenant Shackleton was in command, 
reached latitude 88.23, longitude i62 
east, while a second party pushed for- 
ward to the southern magnetic pole, 
reaching latitude 72.25, longitude 154 
each, The rBitish flag was left flying 
at both points. 

Briefly summarized, the results of the 
expedition are that @ point wae reached 
within |i! miles of the south pole; the 
magnetic pole was also reached; eight 
mountain chains were discovered, and 
100 mountains. Mount Erebus, !3,120 
feet in altitude, was ascended by the 
panty; a new coast and high mountains 
were located running west from Victoria 
Land, and the theory of the existence 
of an area of atmospheric calm around 
the south pole was disproved. 


Dash to Pole Described. 

Lieutenant Shackleton thus describes 
the dash to the pole: 

“On November 3 we left Hut Point 
with ninety-one days’ provisions, but 
were held up four days by a blizzard on 
White island, which we reached on No- 
vember 5. | 

“A few days later we reached the de- 
pot at latitude 79.26, longitude 165 east, 
where we appropriated the maize and 
other provisions previously left there. 
We commenced to reduce our daily ra- 
tiong and traveled south along meridian 
168 over a varying surface of ridges and 
mountains of snow, alternating with soft 
snow, in which the ponies often sank to 
their bellies. 

“Mn latitude 81.64 we shot a pony and 
made a depot of oil, biscuit and pony 
meat, taking the remainder of the pony 
meat to eke out our dried rations. We 
reached the Discoverer’s southernmost 
latitude on November 26. The surface 
now Vecome soft, with large undula- 
tions. The ponies were attacked by 
snow blindness and the second of them 
was shot, a depot being made in lati- 
tude 82.45, longitude 170. On Novem- 
ber 30 we killed our third pony. 

‘Steering south and southeast, we 
were now approaching a high range of 
new moufftains, trending to the south- 
east. On December 2 we discovered a 
giacier 120 miles long and approximate- 
ly 40 miles wide, running in a south

“The glacier was full of bad crev- 
asses, as the result of tremendous pres- 
sure. It took the whole of the next 
day fer us to fight our way 600 yards.

Rhode Island Senator Op-| 


poses Special Taxation.

Thinks Government Should Re- 
duce Expenses So That Needs 
May Be Met by Tariff Reve- 
nues — Payne Bill Will Not 
Produce Enough Revenue. 


Washington, March 23.—That a deter- 
mined effort will be made to reduce pub- 
lic expendigures to such an extent that 
covernmel needs may be met by 
revenues rived from duties on im- 
ports, and without resorting to any of 
the special taxation schemes that have 
been suggested in connection with the 
tariff revision, is indicated by a remark 
made today by Senator Aldrich, chair- 
man of the senate committee on finance. 

During the noon-day recess of the 
committee, Mr. Aldrich was asked to 
give his opinion of the plan erroneously 
accredited to President Taft to place a 
tax on dividends declared by corpora- 
tions. 

For Decreased Expenses. 

Mr. Aldrich replied that he had not 
given thought to it, and added that he 
would not concern ‘himself with any of 


the various plans to raise revenues by 
special taxes until it could be ascertain- 
ed how much revenue could be pro- 
duced bg” levying duties on imports, and 
whether the running operations of the 
government could not be decreased so as 
to make special taxes unnecessary. 

Great significance is attached to ‘the 
remank made by Mr. Aldrich. It is as- 
serted upon what is thought to be ac- 
curate information that a mafority of 
the members the finance committee 
regard wit: vor the proposed in- 
heritance tux feature, the proposed in- 
come tax, levies upon dividends of cor- 
porations, tax on coffee, and practically 
all forms of stamp texes. 

Tt is recognized that In the form in 
which the Payne bill was reported to 
the house from the ways and means 
committee, sulfficient revenues to pay 
the running expenses of the government 
at least upeén the present basis of an- 
nual appropriations, cannot be collected 
from duties on imports alone. 

For Revision Upward. 

The inference drawn from Mr. Ald- 
rich’s expression, therefore, is that the 
revision of the tariff must be of an up- 


ward trend, and that the congress must | 


curtafl the tendency to expand annual | 


appropriations at each succeeding ses- 
sion of congress. 

Naturally uncommunicative concern- 
ing pending legislation, Mr. Aldrich 
cannot be induced to enter upon a gen- 
eral discussion of what he believes to 
be demanded by existing oonditions, in 
the wary of tariff revision. It is not as- 
smed that he irrevocably opposed to 
ali forms of special taxes upon articles 
in daily use, but it may be imferred from 
his remarks today tnat if such im- 
positions cannot be avoided altogether, 
he will seek information as to what one 
or more ef the various plans will prove 
the least obnoxious to the people gen- 


erally. e

Airship Descended on Slope of 
Mountain and the Men En- 
dured Many Hardships in 
Making Their Way to 
Shelter.

(Los Angeles, Cal., 
one of the most harrowing experiences 
in the history of ballooning, Captain 
A. E. Muenmer and five companions, who 

nded in the racing balloon ‘“Ameri- 
ca” at Pasadena on Saturday, landed 
in the Sierra Madre mountains Satur- 
day, and arrived on foot at Switzer’s 
camp, on the slopes of Mount Wilson, 
unharmed today. Many searchers had 
been scouring the mountains for the 
aeronauts. 

The men passed through a geries of 
hardships, the details of which have 
not reached Los Angeles. Arriving at 
Switzer’s camp this afternoon, they were 
provided with horses and began the 
descent of the mountain trail to Pasa- 
dena over a tortuous and slippery way. 

The balloon was in the air less,than 
two hours. It was swept across the 
peaks and canyons to the lofty summit 
of Mount Gabriel. There ballast was 
thrown out, and the balloon soared away 
toward Strawberry peak, in the third 
range. Crossing this at a low altitude, 
the balloon encountered a strong cur- 
rent of cold air, which brought it 
rapidly to earth. <A successful landing 
was effected. The distance covered 
was less than !5 miles in a direct line, 
but by any possible foot route it was 
many times that distance. 

The aeronauts suffered extremely 
from the cold in their subsequent wan- 
derings and were greatly in need of 
food and rest, when they finally reach- 
ef a ranch house and received aid.

TAXATION DISCUSSED ® 
AT. CABINET MEETING 


Consider 
Plans to Increase the 
Revenues. 


Washington, March 23.—At the longest 
cabinet meeting of the present adminis- 
tration, with a full membership attend- 
ing, government finances were  dis- 
cussed at the white house today. The 
discussion turned upon the subject of 
raising revenues to replenish the treas- 
ury and to provide against a further re- 
duction in the event that there is an 
actua] reduction of revenues from the re- 
vised tariff bill. Among the many meas- 
ures braught forward and considered by 
the president and his advisers is that 
of a 2 per cent tax on the dividends of 
certain corporations other than banks, 
trust companies and insurance com- 
panies. 

It was stated at the white house today 
that although President Taft had gone 
so far as to ask for an estimate from 
the treasury department as to the 
amount of revenue that might be de- 
rived from such tax h¢é Was by no meang 
committed to the proposition. ine 
treasury estimate was $15,000,000. A 
decision as to what measures of taxa- 
tion shall be adopted apparently is a 
long ways.off, for there is no unanimity 
of opinion as to any of the propositions 
so far considered. As a_matter of fact 
the only propvsition that has assumed 
definite form is that of an inheritance 
tax. and this method already has 
aroused a storm of protest from the 
states where such a tax already is levied 
to raise state revenues. 

The president and his advisers believe 
that some acceptable form of an indirect 
taxation will be advised.

We floundered‘about in a storm, 
and finally one morning §2 felt the boat 
striking the sands of Palm Beach under 
her keel. The boat was abandoned and 
has remained ever since on the beach.

remedial] statute, and the litigation pro- 
ceeded under this last act. 

“At this juncture the Georgia rail- 
road paid.in settlement of the case 
against it the sum of $335,000, and 
dropped out of the litigation. 


Terms of Settlement, 


“The Central of Georgia Railway Com- 
pany raised a numper of questions not 
involved in the Georgia railroad litiga- 
tion, principally that it was not the 
Owner of this stock, but: that it was 
Owned by the Central Trust Company, 
of New York, and that it haa only 
an equitable interest. in this stock, 
which was not taxable in Georgia. 
These are the two questions involved 
in the case now pending in the supreme 
court of the United States, where it 
was appealed from the United States 
district court, viz.,. that it is not the 
Owner of the stock, and if it is, the 
situs for taxation is in New York, where 
it is located, and not here. This made 
a very different case from that of the 
Georgia railroad, and involved very 
grave and delicate questions. The case 
has now been satisfactorily adjusted by 
the Central. of Georgia Railway Com- 
pany paying the sum of $225,000. Of this 
amount the state gets $42,086.82; the 
county of Chatham gets $62,772.80, and 
the city of Savannah gets $120.140.34. 
This tax is divided between these three 
jurisdictions in proportion to the amount 
of taxes due to each, the difference in 
the amounts being caused by the differ- 
ence in the tax rate in the several 
jurisdictions, To illustrate, the tax 
rate for the state is $5 on the thou- 
sand; in Chatham county it is $7.50 on 
the thousand; in the city of Savannah 
it is $14.50 on the thousand.

Moving up tne glacier over the treach- 
erous snow covering the crevasses, we 
frequentiy fell through, but were saved 
by our harness and pulled out with an 
Alpine rope. Tithe second sledge was 
badly damaged by the knife-like edge of 
the crevasses, but we managed to re- 
tain our supplies. 

“Similar conditions obtained on our 
way up the giacier from December 6 
to I8 On the latter date, we reached 
an altitude of 6,800 feet. In latitude 85 
degrees, 10 minutes, 3 seconds, we made 
a depot and left everything there but 
our food, instruments and camp equip- 
ment, and reduced: our rations to 29 
ounces per man daily. On the 26th, we 
reached a plateau after crossing ice 
fields at an altitude of 9,000 feet, thence 
gradually rising in !ong rié@ges to 10,500 
feet. Having finished our relay work, 
we discarded our second sledge. 

Constant Blizzard. 

‘There was now a constantly southerly 
blizzard of wind and demfting snow, with 
a temperature ranging from 37 to 70 
degrees of frost. On the 27th, we lost 
sight of the new mountains. 
“Finding that the party was becom- 
ing weakened from the effects of the 
short allowance of food, the rarefied air 
and the cold, I decided to risk making 
a depot on the plateau. On January 4, 
we proceeded, with, one tent, utilizing 
the poles of the second tent for guid- 
ing marks for our return. The surface 
now became very soft, and the blizzard 
continued for sixty hours. During Jan- 
vary 7, 8 and 9 the wind blew at 70 
miles an hour, with 72 degrees of frost. 
It was impossible to move, and members 
of the party were frequently frost-bit- 
ten in their sleeping bags. 

"On January 9 we left camp and 
reached latitude 88.23, longitude 162 
east, this being the most southerly point 
ever reached. Here we hoisted the 
Union Jack, presented to us by her 
majesty, the queen. No mountains were 
visible, and we. saw only a plain 
stretching to the south. We then 
started on the, return trip to pick up 
our depot on the plateau, guided by our 
outward tracks. for the flags attached 
to the tent poles had been blown away. 

“The high winds which were now 
blowing at our backs helped us to 
travel from 20 to 30 miles daily. and 
we reached the upper glazier depot on 
the 19th. Th 


i‘ from the surface of the glacier. leaving 


only slippery bite ice. which presented 
the greatest difficulties in the descent. 
This was slow work. indeed,.in the 
heavy gale. The sledges were lowered 
by stages by means of the Alpine rope, 
and we followed as best we could, care 
‘being taken to have the guiding lines 
wel! fastened and taut.

“On the morning of January 26 our 
food was finished. It was slow going. 
Sixteen miles were covered in twenty- 
two hours march. as the snow was 2 
feet deep, and there wer> many con- 
cealed crevasses. We réached the lower 
in latitude 83.45 on the 
afternoon of th> 27th.

Winning to Safety. 

“The high winds were now accom- 
panied by an exceedingly low tempera- 
ture, but” they were behind us, and 
three days later we came in sight of 
the depot on Minna bluff, which had 
been laid by the Joyce party in Jan- 
vary. Here we received news from the 
ship. Marshal had a relapse and a re- 
turn of the dysentery, but though he 
we made a_ forced 

He was unabie to 
go beyond that, and on the 27th I left 
him in camp in charge of Adams, while 
Wild and I made another forced march 
to the ship for relief. On March 3 I 
returned with a relief party, and all 
reached the ship at Hut Point on March 
4 in a blizzard. The total distance of 
the journey, including relays, was 
1,708 miles, and the time occupied 126 
days. 

“The main resulfs of the expedition 
are a good geographical calculation. 
We discovered eight “distinct mountain 
ranges, and more than a hundred moun- 
tains. We surveyed and photographed 
many glaciers, and found signs of 
former greater glaciation. The south 
pole is doubtless situated on a plateau, 
10,000 to 11,000 feet above the sea level. 
The new mountains. altitud:s range 
from 3,000 to 12.000 feet approximately. 

“The violent blizzards in latitude 88 
degrees show that if the so-called ‘polar 
calm’ exists it must be smal in area 
or not coincident with the geographic 


pole.”

ON SOUTHERN PRODUCE 


Chicago Merchants ‘Protest the 
” Keston of the Illinois 
Central. 


Chicago, March 23.—Commission mef- 
chants are up in arms against. in- 
@reases in freight rates on fruits and 
vegetables shipped from the south to 
Chicago, made by the Illinois Central 
railroad. March |. These are declared 
to be excessive and unreasonable. 
Dealers in fruits and vegetables also 
are making a vigorous protest against 
former rates, which they declare ought 
to be remedied by reductions. Com- 
plaint<« have been made both to the 
Tilinois railroad and warehouse  com- 
mission and to the interstate commerce 
commission. Glaring discrepancies in 
the proportion of rates to distance are 
pointed out from the.scale of charges 
from Kentucky and points at sonie dis- 
tances from Chicago. Also rates from 
New Orleans and o:her Louisiana 
points are compared to show that one- 
third sometimes is added for an addi- 
tional haul of from four to ten miles. 

Tilinois Central officers admit there 
are many inconsistencies in rates, but

On a mileage basis, and that many of 
the discrepancies have been caused by 
reductions made by state commissions.

House Builders Have Rights. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, March~ 23.—(Specialh)— 
When Senator Clay called at the white 
house this morning to present some 
constituents to President Taft, he met 
Senator Piles, of Washington, and a 
debate on the tariff ensued, while the 
two statesmen waited in the anteroom. 
They discussed lumber at length, since 
both states have large lumber inter- 
ests. | ‘ 

Clay Favors Lumber Reductions. 

Senator Clay declaréa for a consider- 
able reduction in the present lumber 
duty. He sajd he even inclined toward 
free lumber. “The man who builds 
houses has rights that should be con- 
sidered as well as the men who run 
saw mills,’ he asserted. 

The senator from Washington favored 
protection of lumber. He contended 
that a reduction in the present duty of 
$2 a thousand- would not reduce the 
price of lumber to the consumers, but 
would permit the importation of Cana- 
dian lumber to compete with American 
lumber. He said: 


“The present duty on lumber is only 
about 12 per cent ad valorem. It isa reve- 
nueduty. Ifitistaken off it will meam 
the ffmportation of large quantities of 
Canadian lumber, which is lumber cut 
from public lands for which the purchaser 
of the timber rights paysout a nominal 
sum. Cheaper transportation rates from 
Canada to Nebraska, for instance, is 
another factor thet enters into the ques- 
tion. The price for rough lumber fs 
Washington is $7,-out the freight from 
Washington to Nebraska is about $15. 
makinz the actual cost laid down in 
Nebraska $22, My  gtate produces $58,- 
000,000 worth of lumber annually.” . 


Racon Declines to Discuss Bill. 


asked for an opinion concerning the 
tariff bill, particularly with reference 
to free lumber aftd free hides, gaid -he 
was not yet ready to discuss the bill. 
He said that, however, Tennegsee had 
large lumber interests he would seek to 
take care of the best interests of his 
people. “ 

Senator Bacon declined to discuss the 
tariff bill or the lumber schedule in 
that bill. He said he had received in- 
numerable letters and telegrams from 
men representing the saw mill and lum- 
ber interests of Georgia, and would 
give their suggestions very careful con- 
sideration. 

“The floor of the senate is the proper 
place for a sénator to make known his 
views on public questions,’ said Sena- 
tor Bacon. “I am not in sympathy with 
the prevailing plan of discounting these 
views by giving out interviews in ad- 
vance for publication in the press. When 
this schedule egmes before the senate 
for action I will give it careful atten- 
tion bearing in mind the interests af 
the whole country.” 

South’s Interest in Lumber. 

Though Georgia and the other south- 
eastern states are not by any means 
the largest producers of lumber among 
the states of the union, the industry Is 
important enough to be brought daily 
to the attention of numerous senators 
and representatives by letters and 
telegrams from their constituents. The | 
leading lumber producing states in 
their order, according to the size of 
their output are Washington, Wiscon- 
sin, Michigan, Louisiana, Minnesoia 
and Pennsylvania. The lumber indus- 
try ranks fourth among the great in- 
dustries of the country, and the value 
of the lumber output exceefis a half 
billion dollars a year. The railroads of 
this country use 84,000,000 crossties 
annually, and it requires 4,000,000-co-ds 
of wood for use in manufacturing pa- 
per. The annual cut of white and yel- 
‘ow pine now amounts to 10,000,000,000 
board feet, or one-third of the tatal 
lumber cut of the United States. 

Judge Griggs, of Georgia, who is a 
member of the ways and means com- 
mittee, was asked for an expression 
concerning the tariff bill, but declined 
to make any statement at this time, 
saying he was preparing an interview 
xoing into the matter in detail, and 
wodld give it out in a few days. 
Brantley Opposes Lumber Reductions. 

Representative Brantley, of Georgia, 
declared his determination to vote for 
.restoring the old duty of $2 on lumber. 
Representatived Lee and Edwards take 
the same position. ‘In speaking of the 
matter, Mr. Brantley said: 

“The present tariff on lumber is 
shown to be a revenue tariff, with the 
amount of revenue produced under it 
increasing from year to year. It is: 
much smaller amount than the revenu 
on.the material with which it competes. 
The.amovnt of the tariff on lumber 
that I would favor, if I had the mak- 
ing of the entire tariff bill, is not un- 
cer consideration. So long as the lum- 
ber people are compelled to buy all 
their supplies in a protected market, 
it js unfair to them to be compelled 
to sel] their products in a free-trade 
marget.”’ 

Asked about the activity of Minneap- 
olis lumber men in behalf of reducing 
the duty on lumber, he said their 
scheme had been uncovered; that they 
were largely interested in Canadian 
lumber, and wished the tariff reduced 
in order to bring in this lumber at a 
low cost to compete with the lumber 
industry of this country. 

Underwood on Iron Schedule. 

Representative Underwood, of the 
Birmingham, Ala., district, a member 
of wavs and means, in discussing the 
tariff bill, said he considered the tariff 
of $2.50 on pig iron approximately 
correct. He did not think the Alabama 
steel business would be seriqusiy af- 
fected if this tariff was established. 

“The low duty on scrap iron,” he said, 
“will benefit the seaboard. It amounts 
to a straight-out present to them. Pig 
iron can be broken up and introduced 
as scrap iron and escape’ the payment 
of its just duty. This will not affect. 
Birmingham, for our market is in the 
interior, which is inaccessible to for- 
eign competitors.”

At ‘times he 
gave evidence of being greatly fatigued, 
and leaned on his desk, hoping, in that 
way, to get a little rest. 
Payne in Bad Humor. 

The majority leader began his speech 
this moming in no particularly good 
frame of mind. He closed amid 
Plaudits of the republicans, who crowd- 
ed about him and extended their con- 
gsratulations. His arguments today cov- 
ered a wide field. He took the position 
that the biil would not Injure the tin- 
plate or steel file industries of the Unit- 
ed States, and that free hides would not 
be a menace to the farmers. He dis- 
cussed the inheritance tax at great 
lemgth, and said it was preferable to 
@n income tax, because it would not 
Bive rise to perjury or fraud. He held 
to the view also that an income tax 
was wiholly unconstitutional. 

THe minority leader, Mr. Clark, of 
Missouri, followed, and had proceeded 
but a minute or two, when, at the 
suggestion of Mr. Payne, he suspended, 
and the house, at 4:20 p. m., ad- 
journed., 

Payne Becomes Indignant. 

Wien Mr. Payne took the floor to re- 
Sume his speech he was plied with 
questions from all sides. 
Mr. Payne became highly indignant 
when Mr. Garrett, of Tennessee, in- 
quired if, “taking the bill as a whole, it 
was not tariff revision upward?’ 

“The gentieman has no right 
that,” the repubiican leader sharply an- 
nounced. ‘It is not fair to say that, 
as an honorable man.” With a good 
deal of emphasis, he declared that, taken 
as a whole, the revision was downward;

' <The democratic caucus and the twenty-three congressmen who left it, 
six of them Georgians, have spoken; the merits of the cause of each are 
known to all whom they may concern. 

in that dispassionate ‘spirit and irrespective of the ultimate merits of 
the situation, it may well and pertinently be suggested that a democratic 
caucus is too serious and important a thing to be called at the eleventh 
hour, when opportunity for conference and discussion are gone. 

The presentation of a previously prepared plan—prepared by compara- 
tively few members—in a caucus called at 10 o’clock to map out a plan of 
campaign just two hours before the attack was to be made at 12, and the 
shutting off of discussion and debate by the call for the pfevious question 
as soon as it had been presented, is a procedure which savors about as 
strongly of Cannonism as anything which can be charged up to “Uncle Joe” 
himself. 

There should be no more of it! 

A caucus is a conference which contemplates free expression leading 
ultimately to harmony and unity. 

Is it not, therefore, unjust, nét to say undemocratic, to cut off free 
speech therein? 7 

If the caucus is to be resolved into a hasty meeting called simply to 
hear and indorse an ipse dixit in regard to which the views of many mem- 
bers were never sougkt nor permitted to be expressed, does not the pro 
ceeding border at least upon Cannonism—the very abuse it was sought 
to check? 

In other words, whether the action of the so-called “bolters,” considered 
in the abstract, was right or wrong, is it not now apparent that the caucus 
management went off somewhat half-cocked? 

The courtesy of conference and discussion was due the constituencies 
of those six Georgians and their associates, as well as to the members 
themselves. : 

How could it be known what they had to propose? How’ could it be 
known but that their plan was at least worthy of serious consideration? 

In fact, the circumstances indicate that the “bolters” had a reasonable 
and plausible proposal to communicate—to attack Cannonism by striking’ at 
the very root and branch of the evil, Cannon himself. 

They proposed to test the sincerity of the republican insurgents by call- 
ing on them to vote against Cannon—to cut off the snake’s head rather than 
its tail. | 

If that had carried, well and good; the work could not have been bet- 
ter done. But there never was a time when the republican “insurgents” 
were brought to the point of declaring their willingness to vote against the 
man; and support of a man is inconsistent with antagonism to his deeds. 

The Georgians, therefore, looked upon the situation as one in which to 
seize upon present advantage rather than defer action to a time when those 
Same insurgents would have been whipped into line and the minority would 
have been left to a lone-handed and useless fight. 

Cannon and Cannonism are inseparable; the dethronement of the former 
would have meant the end of the latter. 

it is there the real fight should have been made. 

But that is now past and gone; the incident is, for the present, a closed 
one. But the event has its lessons. One of them is that the freedom of 
caucus conference and discussion shall not be abridged or denied. 

It is due the constituency of each member that he shall have the right 
to be heard before being called upon to vote yes or no upon a prearranged 
program, in the making of which he has not been considered, and then 
compelled to abide a result which his conviction does not sanction. 

By all means maintain the integrity of the caucus, but let it be main- 
tained upon a basis of equity and justice to each member, not upon a 
foundation of Cannonism. 


ROOSEVELT AND THE AVERAGE MAN. 


Former President Roosevelt contributes a forceful article to the current 
{issue of Collier’s, on the ethical and physical value of what may broadly be 
termed the “life outdoors.” 

What Mr. Roosevelt has to say about the opportunities of the average 
man is equally interesting with his deliverance on hygiene. He separates 
greatness into two classes: That of exceptional and conceded merit, and 
that cultivated by self-effort from the crude beginnings of traits all men hold 


‘|in common. Sensibly and without parade, he expresses the opinion that the 


average man could, if he WOULD, have builded to the eminence reached by 
Mr. Roosevelt himself. ‘ 

To this assertion, we may file a casual bill of exceptions. At the same 
time, the former president has stated an aphorism we need to put more into 
practice and less into rhetorical theory. That is, the great democracy of 
opportunity, the tremendous and impressive ends that can gained by the 
man of average endowments, PROVIDED ALWAYS he brings to bear the 
necessary energy, sacrifice and perseverance. 

Nowadays we hear a great deal regarding the stifling of opportunity, and 
the obvious fact that the constitution states an exaggeration when it declares 
that all men were and are born equal. All men are not, of courre, born 
equal. Many are born into bankruptcy, of brains, money or body. An ex- 
ceptional few enter life with all the earmarks of talent. There is no such 
thing as equality save in the essentials of citizenship and in the abstract 
ideal. | 

But the whole history of America itself, the individual biography of 
every successful American, testifies that this\country is, par excellence, the 
place where average men win their way by their own efforts. To. such 
men, supplied with courage and steadfastness, the door of opportunity is 
never closed, though some persistence may be required in locating it. 

The nation will rise to its true eminence when the schools begin to preach 
an intensive cultivation of the brain, approaching the care and discernment 
given the cultivation of crops. In this sense, America is the paradise of the 
average man,-and Mr. Roosevelt’s statements are incontrovertible. 
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THE MAXIMUM. AND MINIMUM SCHEDULES. 


The more the proposed maximum and minimum feature of the Payne 


| taritf bill is studied, the more radical and far-reachirg its possible effects 


appear. 
Briefly stated, this provision of the Payne bill proposes to put a higher 
duty, in most instances 20 per cent more and in others higher or lower, 
upon all the products from any country which does not admit all of our 
products upon a basis equally favorable with that accorded to its “most 
favored nation.” , 

In other words, if in the admission of any single product any nation 

favors another more than it dces the United States, the maximum schedules 
shall at once and inexorably, by executive order, be applied against all the 
products of that nation coming into this country. 
_ Take a single instance: If Germany, by reason of proximity, treaty stip- 
ulation and the necessities of its people, admits any single product from 
Austria at a lower rate of duty than it admits the same product from 
the United States and all other countries producing it, then the maximum 
schedules must at once be applied against every German product coming 
into the United States. 

There is scarcely a nation, perhaps, but has some country which, upon 
some one or more products, also made in the United States, it is compelled 
to favor through one circumstance or another, not only over the United 
States, but over all other nations. 

Thus it might become necessary under this provision of the Payne bill 
to enforce the maximum schedules against the products of practically every 
other nation, and the “revision downward” feature of the measure ‘would 
become entirely extinguished.

Editor Constitution: TI suppose 
I may say, without danger of being con. 
sidered guilty of egotism, that I know 
the southern farmer and his mental and 
political outlook as well as, if not bet- 
ter, than anyone else in this section. As 
president of the Farmers’ Union I have 
had to deal with many phases and con- 
ditions in the various states such as de- 
veloped the political point of view of 
the farming interests upon all the im- 
portant questiong now before the pub- 
lic. | 

This is by way of preliminary to my 
congratulations to you for the strong 
editorial of Sunday. “The Just Deter- 
mined-To-Be Miserables.” 

It precisely summarizes the attitude 
of the Farmers’ Union and, I believe, 
the average ‘southerner, in its advocacy 
of _.broad, nonpartisan and  non-sec- 
tional citizenship. 

As you say, for forty years the negro 
in all his aspects has complicated every 
feature of southern politics and indus- 
try. 

I am convinced that he is a poorer 
and less reliable laborer, because of the 
mistaken national policy which has 
demoralized him, planted disturbing 
ambitions in his immature mind and 
given him a disinclination for the man- 
ual labor which is his logical rove in 
the southern scheme of industry. 

The Farmers’ Union, has, on vocca- 
sions innumerable, indorsed the . atti- 
tude of ex-President Roosevelt toward 
many of the problems of the south and 
the nation. His actions have  geveral 
times been the subject of commenda- 
tory resolutions jin national conventions 

How much more consistently, then, 
can we find gratification in the an- 
nounced policy of President Taft, 
which aims to remove the _ constant 
irritant of negro office-holders in the 
southern communities, and to place the 
south somewhat on a par with other 
sections of the country in its dealings 
with the federal government. 

Brushing aside democracy, republi- 
canism and any other political. creea— 

The need of the south today is free- 
dom of discussion, freedom of action 
on topics that intimately concern the 
bread-and-the-meat vocations of our 
people. 

The farmer is vitally interested in 
each single one of the great’ issues 
now before the nation, from tariff re- 
vision down to regulation of railroads 


and the inheritance tax. 

Any settlement of either of these 
problems must put an additional tax 
upon his already slender pocket-book, 
or give him a greater and a more le- 
gitimate return for his labor. 


- 
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I want to see the day come when the 
politicians appealing for his support 
will thresh out the affirmative and 
negative sides of these issues 6n their 
merits. The Farmers’ Union is an ad- 
vocate, first, last and all the time, of 
education. 

Political education is one of the 
crying needs of our times. Lack of it 
holds our people in bondage to preju- 
dice, in slavery to dead ideas, in. servi- 
tude to economic and commercial 
standards and conceptions that belong 
to another and a less progressive era. 

Education of that stripe does not 
now exist in the south. The farmer 
hears but one side of the issues upon 
which we elect a president and con- 
gressional representatives. 

In order to participate intelligently 
in the settlement of the. problems in 
which he is interested, he must have 
full, free and unbiased information. 

In vivid recognition of this condition, 
I have devoted an entire chapter in 
my forthcomingg “Iistory of the Farm- 
ers’ Union” to the text, “The Farmer 

ust Go Into Politics.” 

That is the only way in which he 
can ‘pin the politicians so lavish in 
protestations of affection for him, the 
politicians so eager to ride him into 
office, to an exact redemption of their 
promises. 

You are laying the foundation for 
this new era for the farmer in de- 
manding that we brush aside the 
prejudices of the past, and their 
heritage of lack of knowledge of cur- 
rent political conditions, and that we 
decide the issues of today upon the 
principles and the righteousness of to- 
Gay, not hampering ourselves by tlie 
traditions of yesterday, which, how- 
ever sacred and indelible, have no 
possible bearing on the live and 
urgent conditions by which we are 
confronted. 

The Farmers’ Union, with its approx- 
imately 3,000,000 members, is not & 
political organization. All parties look 
alike to us. And that is why I| am 
drawn to approve your utterances, as 
they aim at the rank weed of partisan- 
ship and intolerance in the south, and 
seek the arbitration of present-day 
issues by present-day conditions. 

Prejudice, ignorance and intolerance 
are as surely shackles as the manacles 
that bound the negro before the war, 
or as the irons that kcep men prison- 
ers today. 

Your course is calculated to strike 
off the latter-day shackles of the com- 
mon people of the south. I thank you 
beartily for your courage and candor,

RILEY TO GET DEPOSIT. 


State Treasurer Ordered to 
Give $10,000 to Receiver. 


A peremptory order was issued yester- 
SOY by Judge J. T. Pendleton, of the 
Superior count, directing State Treas- 
urer Robert BE. Park to deliver to J. Ie 
Riley, appointed as receiver of the Geor- 
gia assets of the Southern Insurance 
Company, of New Orleans, the $10,000 
Svarantee deposit, which he has been 
holding for the protection of the Geor- 
Sia creditors of the company.

The state court of appeals expressed 
itself in no uncertain terms yesterday 
in a decision in the case of Fudge vs. 
Kelly, involving the swapping of a cou- 
pile of horses. 

This is the third time the cese has been 
before the court, and the judges were 
naturally tired of it. What’s more, they 
said so and declared they didn't want it 
coming up any more. Kelly claimed to 
have been swindled in a forse trade 
with Fudge, because there was a lien 
on the horse which Fudge traded him, 
and the lien was subsequently fore- 
closed. ' 

The appellate -court said if the lien 
Was a valid one, then Kelly was entitled 
to the verdict given him; if not ,then the 
suit should be dismissed, as the horse be- 
longed to Kelly, wherever it could be 
found, and the lower court was-instruct- 
ed to dispose of the case on that basis 
and not let come back any more.

The state court of appeals yesterday 
affirmed the decision of the lower court 
in the casé of A. P. Brantley & Co., of 
Blackshear, against the Ocean Steam- 
ship Company, in which the Blackshear 
firm claimed that the steamship com- 
pany had charged it an excessive rate 
on cotton shipments through Savannah 
to New York and Pawtucket, R. I. 

The court of appeals holds that the 
rate from Blackshear to New York, by 
part rail and part water, is clearly an 
interstate rate and is subject to the 
jurisdiction only of the interstate com- 
merce commission and the federal 
courts. 

The rate from Savannah to New York 
by steamer, however, is not an interstate 
rate and is not so subject. If the plaint- 
iff had shipped to Savannah and then 
reshipped to New York, he would have 
been entitled to the rate of 23 cents 
for the ocean trip, the same as is 
charged others. ‘But as a matter of fact 
he shipped on a through bill of lading 
and there being no evidence that he was 
charged more than the published rates, 
it is held his case was properly dis- 
missed On demurrer. 

Had he ‘been charged more than the 
legal published rate the court holds 
that he could have brought suit for re- 
turn of the excess charge in the state 
courts. 


The fact that cork legs work well 1s 
not sufficient ground for the establish- 
ment of an extraordinary motion for 
new trial in a damage suit which has 
gone against the defendant company, ac- 
cording to a decision handed down by 
the state court of appeals yesterday. 

The court of appeals’ decision is far- 
reaching in its consequences. About a 
year ago, J. D. Milier, Jr., brought an 
action against the Seaboard Air Line 
Railway Company to recover damages, 
the injury consisting of his having both 
legs cut off below the knees. The jury 
awarded him a verdict for $25,000. The 
court of appeals affirmed this judg- 
ment. 

When the case came back into the city 
court the defendant made a motion for a 
new trial upon the alleged extraordinary 
ground that Miller, since his injury, had 
been able to wear cork legs and that 
his friends were surprised at the facility 
with which he got about. When this 
motion was presented to Judge Reid, he 
declined to entertain it, and in the lan- 
guage of the lawyers refused to issue a 
rule nisi directed to the plaintiff to show 
cause why a new trial should not be 
granted. The defendants then presented 
a bill of exceptions, assigning error upon 
the refusal of Judge Reid to grant the 
rule nisi, and this bill of exceptions he 
declined to grant. The defendants then 
filed an application to the court of ap- 
peals for mandamus nisi to be directed 
to Judge Reid, requfring him to show 
cause why he ghould not certify the bill 
of exceptions thus presented. 

. The court in passing upon the question 
thus presented, in effect, rules that while 
the plaintiff might have the absolute 
right in the first instance to a writ of 
error, that from an extraordinary mo- 


ition for a new trial the grant of writ 


of error was in the discretion of that 
court and that they would not compel 
the trial judge to sign a second bill of 
exceptions, assigning error upon the 
grounds which were manifestly without 
merit. 

The importance of this ruling lies in 
the fact that in civil cases, as well as 
in criminal cases, there may be an end 
in Georgia of litigation when a case 
has been finally considered on its mer- 
its. The ruling today made is in line 
with a number of other cases heretofore 
decided, involving oriminal trials, but 
this is the first case appearing in the 
court of appeals where this precise 
question has ‘been determined. 

Messrs. Atkinson & Born, counsel for 
the plaintiff, and Messrs. Brown & Ran- 
dolph, counsel for the Seaboard Air 
Line railway, closely contested this 
case; but now the end has been reached, 
and the defendant must pay the judg- 
ment. The verdict, including interest to 
date, amounts to something over $27,000.

JUSTICES OF PEACE 
TO HOLD MEETING 


Bibb County Judges Want All 
Georgia Justices to Hold 
a Meeting.

Brown House, Macon, Ga., March 23.— 
(Special.)—Justice J. Tom Rogers and 
Judge W. A. Poe, two of the oldest 
justices of the peace in the county, 
have taken steps to call a convention 
of judges holding the Georgia offices 
of justice of the peace in Macon some 
time in May. Their primary purposes 
are to secure the formation of a new 
bill regulating the fees for the courts 
throughout the state. They assert that 
there are some things for which a 
justice at present is allowed no fee at 
all, and in other instances the fees 
have grown small or too large from 
the change of circumstances. They 
would have a new measure passed at 
the next session of the Georgia legisla- 
ture regulating the fees. 

The further purpose of having all 
the justices organize is to secure a co- 
operation in the administration of the 
office throughout the state so as to 
improve the services of the courts in 
general, and make them more nearly 
the means of securing justice. It is 
believed that the six or geven hundred 
justices In the state will desire to join 
the organization, and meet once a year 
to discuss such important matters as 
pshould concern holders of the office. 
Judge Poe and Judge Rogers are now 
asking all justices in the state to make 
themselves interested in a plan to form 
the association. The first meeting will 
probably be held in Macon.

Hundreds at the Pier to -Bid 
Roosevelt “Godspeed” as He 
Boarded the Hamburg—tTaft 
Sends Gift and Message Just 
Before Steamer Sails. 


On Board Steamship Hamburg, March 

23, via Wireless.Ex-President Roose- 
velt spent the better part af the aft- 
ernoon in his first few hours at sea. in 
| resting from the fatigue of*his strenu- 
ous departure. The weather was clear 
and balmy, the sea smooth, and al- 
together, the day was euch a one as 
would tempt the sea-voyager to the deck 
and open air, but Colonel Roosevelt had 
risen early and had passed through a 
most tiring, though pleasing, experience, 
S50 he decided, after luncheon, to seek 
the sechusion of his stateroom. 

Kermit Roosevelt and the other mem- 
bers of the party, however, spent the 
afternoon in the open, resting in deck 
chairs. 

Mr. Roosevelt and his party 
luncheon and dinner at Captain Bur- 
meister’s table. At both meals the ew- 
president’s expedition into Africa was 
the chief topic, and Mr. Roosevelt spoke 
enthusiastically of the pleasure the hunt- | 
ing trip afforded thim. 

How Roosevelt Sailed Away. 

New York, March 23.—Waving a 
hearty farewell, with his black slouch 
hat, his smiling face beaming in the 
morning sun as he stood-on the cap- 
tain’s bridge of the steamship Hambu rg, 
ex-President Theodore Roosevelt sailed 
today for his long-planned African 
“safari.”” He left amid the cheers of 
thousands that swarmed the Hamibure- 
American line pier, the whistles of 
countless river craft, and the thun- 
derous reverberations of the ex-presi- 
dent’s salute of thirteen guns from Forts 
Hamilton and Wadsworth. 

Beside the happy figure of the former 
chief magistrate, as the big steamship 
slipped out of her dock, stood a young 
lad, seemingly dejected as he wistfully 
gazed at the cheering multitude on the 
pier below. It was Kermit Roosevelt, 
who accompanied his father as official 
photographer. Father and son, both 
clad in brilliant buff-hued army coats, 
remained on the bridge on the trip down 
the ay, and acknowledged, with 
Sweeps of their hats, the salutes of the 
vessels, 

Roosevelt Lost His Hat. 

The ovation was unofficial, in caharac- 
ter, but many high in the affairs of the 
nation were present. The crowd, in its 
enthusiasm, bowled over the lines of 
policemen on the plier, surrounded the 
former president, While 
présented a bronze tablet by the Italian 
American Chamber of Commerce, and 
before he was again safely back on the 
shebtering gang plank, knocked ‘his hat 
from his head and caused him to drop a 
vacuum bottle, which had been pre- 
sented by some admiring Pittsburg 
friends.

Mombasa is the chief seaport town and 
capital of the British East Africa, pro- 
tectorate,situated on a small coral island 
off the coast in latitude 4 degrees 3 min- 
utes south, and longitude 39 degrees 43 
minutes east, about 150 miles north of 
Zanzibar islands. The shores of the 
island are rocky and abrupt; the island 
is connected with the mainland by a 
railway line.

railway. ft has a fine harbor, with an 
iron plier and a stone wharf. There are 
remains of ancient buildings which tes- 
tify to the former prosperity of the 
place, but the houses, generally, are poor- 
ly puilt. The chief object of interest 
is an extensive fort on a rock, built in 
1596 by the Portuguese and restored in 
1636. 

(‘Here are the offices and workshops of 
the British East Africa Company, and 
the new Buropean hospital. The inhab- 
itants, the majority of whom are sunk 
in abject poverty, mostly live in wretch- 
ed hovels. Mombasa was visited by 
Vasco da Gamma in 1497, and held by 
the Portuguese during the greater part 
of the period from 1529 to 1698, when it 
appeared to have become independent. 

The English held it from 1824 to 1826, 
after which it passed to Zanzibar and 
was ceded, in i891, to the Imperial Brit- 
ish East Africa Company.

date, says that the statements attrib- 
uted to the governor were repeated to 
him by parties he considered reliaole and 
who vouched for them. 

Mr. UWlm’‘s card is prompted by the 
statement given out by Governor Smith, 
pronouncing the interview or _ state- 


iments quoted in The Telegraph as @ 


“fake throughout.”’ 

The card of Correspondent Ulm, which 
will be read with interest in connection 
with the matter, is as follows: 

Editor Constitution: Relative to an article 
in The Macon Telegraph of Monday (which 
was also in other papers represented by me) 
Governor Hoke Smith is quoted in your paper 
of Tuesday in part as follows: 

“TI cannot undertake to contradict all their 
stories, but in the present instance you may 
quote me as saying that the alleged interview 
is a fake throughout.’’ 

It puzzles me to understand how such a re- 
mark can possibly have referenceto the ar- 
ticle In question, of which I, as Atlanta cor- 
respondent of The Telegraph, was author. It 
made no pretense of being an interview with 
Governor Smith; in fact, The Telegraph has 
not for some time been among the papers 
favored with interviews by Governor Smith. 

The article contained nothing more to my 
mind than what I considered to be legiti- 
mate political gossip, and it was written with 
an hohest purpose and sincere desire to be 
fair ' 

As to the remarks attributed to the gover- 
nor, it was clearly stated they were based on 
reliable report as having been made by him 
in conversation with friends. The ‘‘reports’’ 
came from the mouths of men whose word is 
considered good or they would not have been 
used. And they were used merely as gossip, 
given for what it seemed to be worth, in a 
general and unpartisan discussion of the state 
political situation. 

No discussion of state politics can be com- 
plete—it may be said as a tribute to the gov- 
ernor’s power—without reference to the Hon. 
Hoke Smith. Especially is this true, in view 
of the uncertain attitude in which he is now 
placed and the very natural general interest 
in his future political plans or policy. 

Only a few weeks ago, the following inter- 
view with him, quoted direct by Dr. Sam §&. 
Gaulden, the governor's friend and supporter, 
in The Quitman Advertiser, owned and edited 
by the doctor, was widely reprinted: : 

‘Tt do not now and never did desire the 
offdce of governor. It is not congenial to my 
taste. I have filled the office with zeal and 
faithfulness, as the records will abundantly 
show. I do not wish to run for the office of 
governor again. However, when I was a boy 
and had a fight with another fellow and 
whipped him, I immediately - made friends 
with him, but when the other boy got the 
best of the tilt I put down a stake and would 
try issues with him again. If ‘Little Joe’ 
Brown is not a candidate for reelection I will 
not be in the race; but’ if he does run I am 
in the race against him.’’ 

No denial of this statement was or has 
been made by the governor, though certainly 
it must have been brought to his attention. 
It was made, wrote the governor’s friend and 
appointee to office, in reply to a question as 
to ‘‘what he proposed to do in the next demo- 
cratic nomination;’’ and he replied, ‘‘as well 
as we can recollect.’’ said the Quitman editor, 
‘fn about’’ the words quoted. 

He denounces my ‘“‘interview’’ as ‘‘a fake 
throughout;’’ why does he remain silent about 
the real interview with Dr. Gaulden? Will 
he deny that he ever made the remarks, 
virtually, not literally, and to others and not 
me, of which IT gave him rumored credit? I 
quoted him categorically; will he deny specifi- 
cally? It may be that those who gave the 
remarks circulation were mistaken, 
public, I am _ sure, would like to know 
whether or not the defeated governor of 
Georgia has made any such statements, 
casually or otherwise. 

In view of the fact that I have. published 
no ‘‘alieged interview’’ with the governor, I 
must insist that his Rooseveltian term of 
‘‘fake’’ is not applicable to what I wrote. As 
he does not deny having made such remarks, 
they must still have some standing in the 
court of political gossip. 

If there has been any ‘‘faking,’’ friends of 
the governor are the guilty ones; and, if such 
be true, they, and not I, should be rebuked.

EX-PRESIDENT CASTRO 
IS SHORT OF FUNDS 


It Is Said That He Has Only 
About $75,000 Now 
in Europe. 


Cologne, March 23.—Ex-President Cas- 
tro, of Venezuela, who is on his way tq 
Bordeaux to sail for South America, 
stayed in this city overnight, and will 
leave for Paris on Wednesday morn- 

It is learned from one of Castro's 
friends that he has only about $75,000 
in Wurope, and that the stories of im- 
menge sums being sent out to him from 
Venezuela are pure fiction. Castro ar- 
ranged for a credit of $100,000 with the 
Deutsche bank, of Berlin, which was 
later supplemented by drafts on the 
Bank of Venezuela for about $50,000 
more. The Gomez govermment stopped 
the drafts upon the national treasury, 
but allowed the drafts to be honored 
from Castro’s private deposits. His es- 
tates in Venezuela yield large revenues. 

The former president's attitude of mind 
is described as being that if he were 
alone in the forests of Venezuela he 
could, within a week, have a following, 
within a month an army, and within 
three months the mastery of the state.

The New Building to Care for 
the Poor Will Cost 
$75,000. 


Work of construction on the new 
county almshouse, beyond Buckhead 
and just off Peachtree road, which is 
to cost about $75,000, is expected to 
begin shortly.

ACOUSTICAL VALUE 
OF THE AUDITORIUM 


“The Acoustics for Music Are 
Ideal,” Says R 
Walker. 


One of the most interesting and re- 
markable tests known to modern 
science has been applied to Atlanta’s 
new auditorium by R. M. Walker, of 
Gude & Walker, contractors, for the 
nurpose of finding the exact acoustical 
value of the gigantic building. 

The notable feature of such a test -s 
that it becomes well-nigh mathematic- 
ally precise. It is made by means of an 
instrument that measures sound waves 
down to the minutest fraction of a 
reverberative period. The periods that 
are thus recorded are then computed 
by what is known as the Sabine form- 
ula, which was devised by the scientist 
of that name after investigations that 
extended over Europe and America. 
The upshot of the whole test, says Mr. 
Walker, is that the auditorium accous- 
tics for music are ideal.

futy and that it seems almost impossi- 
ble to get a jury to convict a man or 
woman charged with selling whisky. 
Reasons are given for this, the chief of 
which is that the police are not careful 
enough about the class of witness@s they 
depend upon for conviction. 
The State and the City Law, 

Right here it may be well to state 
something about the state law and the 
city law. regarding blind tigers. The 
state law prohibits the sale of whisky or 
beer either in a private or a public 
Place, and does not allow it kept in a 
public place. The city law merely pro- 
hibits the keeping of whisky for sale in 
a private piace, such as a residence. 5So 
when a raid is made on a residence and 
the evidence is that whisky was both 
sold and kept for gale in the place, the 
recorder imposes 4 fine for the violation 
of the city offense, and holds the defend- 
ant in a bond for his appearance in @ 
higher court for violating the state law. 
Nearly all the blind tiger cases made by 
the detectives are at private residences. 
To convict in a state court*the evidence 
must show clearly that a sale of whisky 
or beer has been made. The mere find- 
ing of the liquor at a residence cannot 
convict under the state law. 

Since Recorder Broyles has been !m- 
posing sentences to the limit of the law, 
every person convicted of violating the 
prohibition law has taken an appeal. 
There are now hanging fire in the city 
criminal court nearly one hundred such 
cases. :

“possibly can to prosecute those engaged 
in the illegal sale of whisky and’ beer. 
We make cases daily. I have men who do 
nothing else but keep behind the blind 
tigers and they are doing good work. 
All we can do is to find out the guilty 
persons and hand them over to the 
court. If the courts are lax about the 
prosecution of such cajiminals, it may 
cause others to become more bold and 
defiant. We will continue to arrest and 
prosecute every person who sells liquor 
in Atlanta. The courts must do the 
rest.” 

The chief called attention to the fact 
that ninety-one cases were docketed dur- 
ing the past six months for violations 
of the prohibition law. 

What the Recorder Says, 

Recorder Broyles, when asked about 
the enforcement of the prohibition law, 
said: 

“It is true that. the police make many 
arrests. Whenever a case is brought 
into my court and the evidence is suffi- 
cient, either limpose a fine for a viola- 
tion of the city law or bind over for a 
violation of the state law. I have felt 
that if the prohibition law was to be 
enforced there must be no dilly-dallying 
with it. The illegal sale of whisky and 
beer is one of those aogfenses which must 
be dealt with vigorously if there is go- 
ing to be any good effect. I have sent 
up a large number of cases to the city 
criminal court and a large number of 
others were appealed where there had 
been a conviction of violating the city 
law. ff understand that only a few of 
these have ever been tried in the state 
court,”’ 

Solicitor Lowry Arnoid who has charge 
of the city court cases, is absent from 
the city, having left for New York on 
account of ill health several weeks ago. 
The assistant solicitor, John A. Hynds, it 
is stated by Judge Calhoun, does not 
want to take up the. prohibition cases 
during the absence of the solicitor. 


What Judge Calhoun Says. 

Judge Cathoun gave out a very em- 
phatic statement, so far as the dealing 
of his court with blind tigers is con- 
cerned. 

“Lam running my court,” stated Judge 
Calhoun, “just as I think it ought to be 
run. Other judges can do the same.

ees almost impogsible to get a jury 
to convict on the evidence furnished by 
the city detectives.

Solicitor 
Arnold has worked hard on this class 
of cases and: he has about become dis- 
gusted at the way the average jury 
seems to regard the sale of whisky.

I understand that l 
have been criticised by the police de- 
partment because of the size of the fines 
I have imposed when persons were con- 
victed of selling whisky. I have im- 
posed fines as high as $1,000. Of course, 
I am not going to fine some poor did 
ignorant negro that amount for sell- 
ing somebody a drink out of a half pint 
bottle in a back alley. Some times ex- 
tremists and fanatics do more to ‘break 
down a good law than they do to have it 
enforced.’’ 
Bailiff Corrigan Talks. 

Bailiff John Corrigan, who has charge 
of the papers in the city court, says that 
several blind tiger cases have been tried. 
He showed his list and pointed out that 
some fifteen or twenty had been tried 
within the past two or three months. 

‘Judge Calhoun is right,’’ stated Mr. 
Corrigan. ‘‘We just can’t get the juries 
to convict. Why, we had one _ case, 
which seemed to be open and shut, and 
yet the jury walked out and said, ‘Not 
guilty.’ Solicitor Arnold is pushing the 
blind tiger cases as much as they ought 
to be. He is not putting them ahead of 
everything else, and he is not putting 
them behind everything else. There are 
other crimes committed that need quick 
and summary punishment as well as the 
sale of liquor.” 

So there it stands. It is not the fault 
of the police; it is not the fault of the 
recorder’s court; it is not the fault of the 
state court. 

In the meantime, the leary old blind 
tiger is laughing in his lair.
